The proposed planned unit 
development (PUD) concept 
was outlined Thursday when 
the San Bernardino County 
Planning Commission held a 
public hearing on a proposed 
general pian for the Chino 
Hills, 

Planners later accepted the 
staff's proposal and referred 
it to the San Bernardino 
County Board of Supervisors 
on May 21. 

The Study area encom 


passes a *Maequare-mile area 
generally bounded by the Co- 
rona Expressway and the Los 
Angeles, Riverside and 
Orange county lines. It has 
about 6,300 residents, 

The plan advocates @ large 
area remaining as an open 
space and timits more than 
per cont to one dwelling unit 
per five acres, 

“Because some areas in the 
Chino Hills have steep ter- 
rain, it isn't possible to ach 
eve the density allowed with 
out the PUD," said Pat Bock, 
associate planner. 

“With the PUD, we can 
Cluster the requested units in 
the more developable areas 
and leave the steep hillsides.”
